A 
notable speaker recently declared that the 
country had reached a stage in its history 
of ‘public clamor against capital.’: whis 
may have been statfng the situation too 
strongly, but there is+no question that 
thousands of well meaning citizens have 
become enamored of. socialistic remedies 
for real and imaginary evils in the state. 
That the greatest question which the 
nation must eventually face is that of 
maintaining individualism against inter- 
nal enemies is constantly becoming more 
discernible. |

There could be no better — filus- 
tration of the iniquities of the pres- 
ent tariff law than this announcement 
on. the part of the American authorti- 
ties that in order to construct this 
great American enterprise at any- 


‘thing Iike reasonable cost, it will be 


necessary to either purchase machin- 
ery and materials of all kinds from 
foreigners or “to force the American 
manufacturers to give the govern- 
ment the benefit of their. foreign 
prices.” ‘ 

One of the great scandals of the 
present tariff lies in the fact that the 
excess of protection given to the great 
trusts by the republican law-makers, 
as a result of which these trusts have 
been able to sell their products to for- 
eign purchasers at prices in some in- 
stances as low as 50 per cent bélow 
the prices charged the American pur- 
chaser. This ‘foreign price” of the 
American manufacturers undoubtedly 
represents not the mere cost of man- 
ufacture, but the cost and a reason- 
able profit added. That stee] rails, ma- 
chinery of various kinds, and other 
products of the great trusts have been 
sold, and are now being sold, to for- 
eign purchasers at prices far below 
those charged American purchasers is 
a notorious fact. Many examples of 
this practice have from time to time 
been presented in the congressional 
tariff debates and in the newspaper 
discussion of the question, but there 
never has been one so clearly calcu- 
lated to command’ the attention of 
the American public as is this an- 
nouncement on the part of the gov- 
ernment’s canal builders. 

The difference in the cost price of 
two steamships needed to supplement 
the canal fleet may be taken as fairly 
representative. There is no ~-indus- 
try in the country more-zealous in its 
demand for tariff protection, none 
more constantly voicing the Oliver 
Twist demand for “more,” than the 
ship-building industry. Chief Engi- 
neer Wallace shows that the two 
ships which if constructed in this 
country would cost $1,400,000, can be 
purchased in Europe for $750,000, 
Upon some kinds of machinery need- 
ed in the construction of the canal 
and in building the necessary works 
to complete the plant upon the isth- 
mus, the percentage of difference 
may be less; but it is unquestionably 
a fact. that the cost of machinery and 
material if purchased abroad will be 


far less than would be the cost, at 


the price charged American consum- 
ers, if purchase is made in the United 
and it is a well-established 
fact that to meet foreign competition, 
the American manufacturers have a 
“foreign” price far below the exorbi- 
tant price charged the home pur 
chaser. Secretary Taft’s — official 


‘statement is in the nature of official 


recognition of this fact. 

There will be a good deal of sorrow 
in some circles over the discovery 
that the canal is net going to be the 
“good thing” expected; the steel trust 
and other big protected. industries 
will doubtless ery out very /vigorous- 
ly against a policy calculated to force 
them to sell their produets to the 
governnient at figures which repre- 
sent nothing more than legitimate 
profits. They have not been used to 
that sort of thing, especially in their 
dealings with the government, and they 


thad not counted upon such a calamity 


in connection with the canal. They 
will doubtless raise their voices in 


severe criticism of the canal commis- | 
sion, of Secretary Taft and of Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt. 

The American people will take a 
different view of it, however. Unless 
we are very much mistaken, the peo- 
ple will look upon the canal enter- 
prise from a purely business stand- 
point; and while every American 
would like to see as much of the 
canal money as possible spent in this 
country,, there will be no very great 
regret over the loss to the trusts of 
anticipated profits. 

Nor will there be any great regret 
over the serious disturbance in the 
high protection household which this 
action creates, for the American peo- 
ple are having their eyes opened to 
the real meaning and effect upon 
their pockets of that extremity of 
tariff “protection” which means rob- 
bery by the Trusts.

We Must Educate Our Boys. 

Probably no other topic discussed 
by the visiting manufacturers is of so 
great interest, or of so great _import- 
ance, as that embodied in the report 
of the committee on industrial educa- 
tion, presented yesterday. 

The report of the committee is 
based upon an examination into indus- 
trial conditions in the different coun- 
tries of Burope, especially in Ger- 
inmany, where the system of technical 
education seems to have been carried 
to its highest state of development. 
The conclusion reached is that only 
through educatirig American youths 
in properly equipped and ably con- 
ducted technical schools can this 
country hope to attain its proper in- 
dustrial development. 

With some things with which the 
committee deals it is impossible for 
us to agree. We cannot believe, for 
instance, that there is warrant for the 
statement that all labor unions are 
opposed to technical education. It 


may be true that there can be found 
short-sighted labor leaders here and 
there who take that position, but it is 


certainly not true that the great mass | tur 


+

‘committee, however, there can be no 
disagreement. We have seen, not 
only here in the south but in all other 
parts_of the country, the splendid re- 
sults achieved by technological 


jschools ‘and colleges. The pfinciple 


upon which these institutions are 
based—that of giving practical educa- 
tion to beth the hands and the head 
should be applied not only to 
higher education but to the earlier 
stages of education as well. In other 
words, the American youth should be 
given every possible opportunity to 
prepare himself not only for profes- 
sional life, but for any and every 
trade. 

This is the German principle and 
its results are seen in the marvelous 
industrial development that has made 
Germany on of the foremost manu- 
facturing and commercial nations of 
the world. Only when a similar sys- 
tem reaches high development in this 
country will the way be found? for 
taking complete advantage of ali of 
the magnificent opportunities of the 
United States. 
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Consuming Our Own Cotton. 

One of the first lessons in the cate 
chism of ‘future southern development 
contemplates the erection of enough 
mills in the cotton belt to weave into 
cloth every pound of the. staple pro- 
duced in this section. There is 
abundant proof that it is being sé- 


riougsly taken to heart by those south) 


erners’ best fitted to work intelligent- 
ly for its advancement—the: mill men 
themselves., 

The annual address pf President F. 
B. Gordon, of the Georgia Industrial 
Association, is convincing testimony 
to this effect. Enumerating the cot- 
ton mills of Georgia and drawing a 
comparison between domestic con- 
sumption of cotton here and in North 
and South Carolina, he said: 

The last available figures give the fol- 
lowing interesting data in regard to the 
cotton, mills of. Georgia, nearly all of 
which. belong, and all of which should 
belong to the Gedrgia Industrial Asso- 
ciation: 

Number of mills, 121. 

Number of spindles, 1,319,623. 

Number of looms, 30,988. 

Capital employed, $28,641,000. 

Cotton consumed 1903-04, 469,566 bales. 

Perhaps the most interesting lesson that 
can be drawn from these brief statistics 
is in a comparison with the two southern 
states that exceed Georgia in the vol- 
ume of their cotton manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

While Georgia is spinning only one- 
fourth of her average crop (which is esti- 
mated this year to reach closely to 2,000,- 
000 bales), North Carolina, with her I,- 
800,000 spindles, is approximately spin- 
ning four times her own estate produc- 
tion of cotton, and South Carolina, with 
her 2,900,000 spindles, is spinning three 
and onevhalf times her cotton produc- 
tion. As the nearer the mill tothe cot- 
ton, the larger the profits; it stands 
to reason titat in Georgia is now offered 
the most favorable opportunity ‘for the 
further enlargement of the spinhing in- 
dustry of the south, 7 

While at first glance the disparity 
appears: staggering, it should not be 
forgotten. that Georgia’s annual pro- 
duction is greatly in excess of that 
of either of the two Carolinas. For 
instance, in the norma] crop year of 
1903-4 Georgia produced 1,325,000 
bales, while South Garolina produced 
825,000 and North Carolina’ only 563.- 
000. The proportions in the bumper 
yield of 1904-5 will be found practi- 
cally the same. To an extent, of 
course,. these figures rob President 
Gordon’s contrast of its startling na- 
ture, although there is no denying the 
sigmificance of the present superiority 
enjoyed by our two neighbors in the 
matter of spindles; and spindles are, 
after all, the final test. 


Figuring from Georgia’s estimated 
basis of two million bales for this 
year, President Gordon thus estimates 
the vast increase of values, should 
all of the cotton grown here be manu- 
factured within the state: 

At 8 cents a pound, the half’ mifiion 
bales of Georgia cotton being spun this 
year by Creorgia cotton mills represent a 
valuation of $20,000,000. Spun into yarn 


and cloth at the conservative per pound 
value of 20 cents, it represents a valua- 


tien of $80,000,000, an increased valuation 


of $30,000,000 over that of the raw 
staple. Thus, if Georgia spun all of the 
cotton she produces, an Increased valua- 
tion of her 2,000,000 bale crop, would 
conservatively be represented by $1 20,- 
000,000; and, allowing from this amount 
for expenditures outside of the state for 
freights, selling costs and other charges, 
there would still remain to the good 
$100,000,000 to add to the cash of Geor- 
gia, and that annually, instead of the 
$25,000,000 represented by our present 
stage of development in cotton manufac- 
turing. 

The difference » between one hun- 
dred millions and twenty-five millions; 
as explained in the foregoing extract, 
is a considerable one, but the possi- 
bility of its attainment is set forth 
in matter-of-fact figures and logic that 
leave no room for dispute. The stu- 
pendous inerease in looms and spin- 
dles which must occur before money 
On paper becomes money in fact, may 
appear discouraging at first glance. 
When we consider, however, the mar- 
velons manner in which the industry 
has developed in North and South 
Carolina the problem takes on a more 
cheerful aspect. It ig simply a ques- 
tion of sufficient capita and © suffi- 
cient enterprise. In the latter respect,

NB of the interesting features of 
() the morning session of the manu- 

facturers’ association was the ad- 
dress of D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, 
N. C. on “Cotton; Its Marketing anu 
Equalizing Supply. and Prices.*’ 

Mr. Tompkins is one of the best known 
mili men in the south and he was lis-

“The* present trend of public opinion 
in the effort to check the evils of con- 
trol by mono ion gl is tows rei BN agro ex- 
treme—munic : hip. 
The vaallanthie ot that "riaktine would 
mean state socialism. Nothing could be 
more foreign to the spirit in which the 
establishment of our goVernmment was 
conceived. It is absolutely un-American 
because it is undemocratic. 

“The responsibility for this state of 
feeling is chargeable mainly to the ex- 
istence of the so-called trusts, which are 
created through the processes of com- 
binations, consolidations, amalgamations, 
mergers reorganizations or whatever 
term they may be named by. These giant 
corporations are of two classes. The 
first class of these trusts, so-called, the 
industrial trusts, have in the main been 
very beneficial in that they have in most 
cases reduced cost of production and con- 
sequently lowered the prices to consum- 
ers, and they have also, more than any 
other agercy, been responsible for the 
wonderful industrial development of the 
country, which today stands, though the 
youngest of the great nations, as the 
foremost industrial and commercia) nation 
of the world. The second class, tlie pub- 
lic service triists, have in most cases 
been detrimental] to public interests and 
public comfort, because their operations 
are purely local, and, operating as they 
do by favor of nation, state of municipal- 
ity, stifie all competition in consequerice 
of the fact that they become so power- 
ful as practically to control, through one 
influence or another, the authority that 
could, if they desired, grant the right of 
com petition. 

“The industrial corporations are avow- 
edly formed for private gain, while the 
public service corporations are.. ostens!- 
bly formed for the benefit of the public. 
The patronage of the industrial trust is 
dependent upon the will of the individ- 
u while the patronage of the public 
service trust is compulsory upon: the 
whole public by the edict of the public 
authority which grants and controls the 
franchise, 

Reversion of Franchises. 

“Why should this system ever have 
been allowed to be inaugurated? But 
that having been done, why should it be 
allowed to continue and expand? Why 
should not a franchise granted to a pub-

to the authority that grants it, just the 
same as the commission of a public offi- 
cial? Does the president of the United

Suggestions of Remedies. | 


“There is no more sincere hater of so- 
clalism ahd anarchy than the man ad- 
dressing you. It is. because of a desire 
to help avert the clash between the peo- 
ple and the monopolies that he wants the 
law to control the acts of the monopolies 
as it does control the acts of the ple. 
With that end in view, the following 
suggestions are offered: 

“First. All public service corporatioris 
should be under strict surveillance of the 
authority that creates them. They should 
not be allowed to issue obligations .for 
more than the capital act paid in. 
They should be subject to regular exami- 
nations by the authority creating them. 
They should not be allowed to pay any 
dividends upon stock until they have ren- 
de such service to the public as it is 
entitled to. (These tices work ad- 
mirably with our banking and insurance 
institutions, in. which ory public is hard- 
ly entitled to as much protection as it is 
in the public service corporations which 

use blic property, because the public 
has its choice with regard to the use 
of -a bank or an insurance company, but 
it has no choice with regard to the use 
of a telephone company, a gas company 
or a oer railway company.) 

“Secon Whenever a charter or fran- 
chise i#*granted to public service corpor- 
ation it should be granted only on con- 
dition that the service rende by such 
corporation shall be adequate to the pub- 
lic needs. Such charter or chise 
should be forfeited to the authorjty that 
grants it, unless the conditions of ser- 
vice shall be strictly adhered to. Such 
charter or franchise should not be al- 
lowed to be given away, sold, leased, or 
merged with that of any other corpora- 
tion, except under terms carefully speci- 
fied by law, which would sagem ara | pro-

“These suggestions are not claimed to 
be anywhere near just what should be 
done, but they are hints indicative of tae 
direction In which many minds are run- 
ning and they may form a basis for 
new and better recommendations on the 
part of men more able to gtapp'> wita 
the subject, 

‘‘Never has this country been in a mood 
and position for the inauguration of rad- 
ical reforms as now. For never hag it 
had at the head of the administration of 
its affairs an executive so eminently qual- 
ified for such a task as now—a man 
with the Integrity to eliminate from his 
calculations every other consideration 
but that of strict justice, with abuity to

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CONDITION OF COTTON. 
HE weather bureau at Wash- 
ingtonton issued yesterday 
the follewiag summary of the 
condition of cotton: 
‘“In the central and eastern dis- 
“griets of the cotton belt good 
stands and satisfactory growth of 
-eotton. are..generally reported. 
Considerable planting remains to 
be done in Kansas and in the 
northern portions of Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama, and 
planting is unfinished in the Caro- 
linas. Planting is about com- 
pleted in Georgia, where the stands 
are excellent. and the plants are 


healthy and growing favorably. In 
the Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, 


and Arkansas, many fields are 
foul. In ventral and northern 
Texas planting has been ‘fur- 
ther delayed and the crop, which 
is very weedy, has been much 
damaged by heavy rains, and 
is doing well over . limited 
areas only. In southern Tex- 
as, the condition of cotton ranges 
from fair to good, and much has 
been chopped and cultivated.

COTTON—The decline today was not 
unexpected. At this season of the year, 
after a market has been advanced in 
anticipation of a poor weather report, 
prices generally sell off. Later on, of 
course, reports are of more moment and 
then a ‘bad weekly or monthly report is 
frequently the signal for &n active mar- 
But in May and June this is not 
true. The market is unsatisfactory be- 
fore the figures of the season are issued. 
That is, unsatisfactory for any one who 
does not take the scalping attitude. It 
is a market to buy on breaks and sell 
on bulges, and the higher it goes the 
greater os ty? be the break béfore .buy- 
ng, and lower it goes the more per- 
sistent the buying should be. That is, 
the crop is not -killed in May nor in the 
big surplus all taken up. It must be 
remembered that the 13,600,000 bales 
will leave a sizeable surplus, and at 8c 
this is an important consideration. The 
same men who are now talking very 
high prices are the same men who not 
a month ago were selling short and talk- 
ing 6c cotton. The report was bad for 
Texas, but elsewhere the crop is doing 
all one could ask for. have now 
had an 80-point advance and b 
shonld go slower on the rise than on the 
decline.

“Resolved, by the National Association 
of Manufacturers in convention assem-~ 
bled, That fhe following suggestions 
looking to a practical solution of present 
difficuities be laid before the proper 
committees, and before the senators and 
representatives, in Washington generally, 
as the basis of legislation proper to De 
enacted in the Interests of all: 
“Pirst—The erection within the depart- 
ment of justice of a bureau or staff for 
the prosecution of cases of rebates and 


discrimimations by frailroads against 
shippers, and involving inequality of 
treatment among them. 


“Second—The definite transfer of: any 
such power, Or supposed power, of the 
interstate commerce commission, to such 
bureau or staff. “ 

“Third—The vitalizing of the interstate 
commerce commission by giving it pow- 
er, after complaint and after fair and 
thorough investigation and~ hearing 
all sides to the controversy, to fix a 
railroad rate, or raijJroad rates, for a 
specified time, to be in force. for a year 
or two years unless sooner set aside vy 
the United States courts. 

“Four—The strengthening of the law 
against rebates and discriminations by 
making it possible for the interstate 
commerce commission and the depart- 
ment of justice to ascertain where these 
illegitimate .favors are granted, and, to 
have them stopped by due process of 
the law. . 

‘-A provision for the necessary. exam. 
ination of the books of railroad corpor- 
ations, something after the manner of 
the national bank examinations, for the 
purpose of detecting and eliminating spe- 
cial favors or discriminations, and a 
provision for adequate punishment for 
the improper disclosure of confidenthal 
information so gained. 

“Your committee believes if a meas- 
ure, based on these principles, should be 
enacted by congress impartiar justice

“Attempts in the Hne of municipal 
ownership have~-for the most part re- 
sulted unfavorably to the claims’ made 
by its advocates. But common sense as 
well as past experience, is against the 
government ownership of public utilities. 
It is expecting too much of hiiman na- 
ture to suppose that government could 
manage capitalistic enterprises as eco- 
nomically or as. efficiently as. private 


owners. Without making special ref- 
erence to the alm of the avowed social- 
ists to lwing about the millennium 
through eundisguised confiscation, we 


have organized labor and its sympathiz- 
ers supporting the idea that organiza- 
tions of men may dictate to a large ex- 
tent the management of enterprises 
which they do not own....Bbesides assum- 
ing to say how much wages the em- 
ployer shal] pay and how he shar man- 
age his capital in other respects, the 
union also presumes to deny the right of 
the individual to the full control of his 
own labor, determining for him the rate 
Of wages for which he shall work. the 
number of hours he shall employ himself 
and the maximum amount of gaily out~ 
put he shall produce. As’ 8-hour and 
anti-injunction legislation is designed to 
assist the unions in the accompushment 
of these objects, these measures fall 
under the classification of socialistic at- 
tempts by confisc2tion. Still another 
illustration of this kind of socialistic 
propositions, and one-whichdoes not pro- 
ceed from organized laoor, is the pend- 


ing national legislation to have the gov- 
ernment fix railroad rates. ' 
Preservation of Individualism. 

“Since the socialistic tendericy is fo be 
attributed to ignorance rather than dis- 
honesty on the part of Many voters, the 
problem of protecting. individualism re- 
solves itself down to a problem of edu- 
cating the voting masses. But existing 
facts demonstrate that the common 
school system is not a sufficient guaran- 
tee of the perpetuation of liberty, , 

“The most. effective and permanent 
method of meeting the issee of socialism 
is, I believe, that of educational propa- 
ganda. If order to establish such a prop- 
aganda it requires the organization of 
the substantial and law-abiding citizen- 
Ship. Through its propaganda work the 
forces of organized individualism can 
make its influence felt. 

“The National Association of Manufac- 
turers is at the present time the great- 
est bulwark of- individualism in the coun- 
try. In the last few years it has render- 
ed a public service in the defeating of 
such legislation as the eight-hour and 
anti-injunction bills and in the moldinz 
of public thought along the lines of ir- 
dividualism that cannot be measured in 
mere money. That it still has a great 
work to*do along the same general lines 
there is no question, and that it will he 
the means of preserving the integrity of 
American principles of government 
against all the enemies of those principles 
is, ‘I am sure, the earnest desire of all 
its members. : 

‘With strikes less numerous, the laws 
better obeyed and enforced, and the pow- 
er of labor lobbies considerably checked, 
the value of ghis association's activity on 
the labor question is emphatically dem- 
onstrated. The policy taken by the asso- 
ciation in demanding a full recognition 
from—organized labor of the individual- 
a principles of our government is the 
only policy which will establish and 
maintain industrial peace. Peace is ut- 
terly impossible so long as it is attempt- 
ed to make the rights of employer and 
employee the subjects of dickering and 
trials of strength. The individual, wheth- 
er he be employer or employee, must 
know exactly what he has a right to 
do and what he has not a ‘right to do. 
If the rights of the individual are not 
definitely defined, the logical result is 
civil strife. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the constitution of this country 


are constructed on one fundamental or 
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foundation principle, which is that the 
individual has the right to live his own 
life, to manage his own affairs and to 
follow the dictates of his own judgment 
and conscience without interference either 
by other individuals or by government 
so long as he does not trespass on the 
rights of others. 


. Reformation of Organized Labor. 

“Now as to the claim that organized 
labor is necessary for the protection of 
labor’s welfare. Standing for certain 
ideas and ends, organized labor might 
become of much benefit to labor. With 
its present objects and policies, however, 
there is no question but that it works 
immeasurably more harm to the best in- 
‘ve cs of labor than it accomplishes 
good. 

“Perhaps the day is gradually coming 
when organized labor will realize the 
fatal errors it is Making. Current events 
appear, in fact, to be, forcing its reforma- 
tion. Sooner or later it must see that it 


fcannot-make headway against the indi- 


vidualistic character of our institutions. 
Let it abandon tts closed-shop warfare 
and recognize that the workman cannot 
be converted into an automaton to do its 
bidding. Let it encourage self-reliance 
and self-responsibility in the workman, 
granting him the right to work where 
and for what he pleases. Let it seek to 
uplift labor for fostering its edugation 
and it# proficiency and assisting it in 
securing employment by legitimate meth- 
ods. Let it become a servant and not 
a tyrant over labor, and & will rehabill- 
tate itself in the eyes of all loyal Amer- 
ican people.

‘The for- 
eign demand ‘for our agricultural pro- 
ducts appears._to be declining, and the 
exportation of mranufactured commodi-- 
ties is not nearly so great as it “Bhduld 
be, notwithstanding the fact that last 
year it amounted to over $600,000,000 for 
the first time in our history. The pres- 
sure to find a foreign vent for the pro- 
duct of our mills and factories-is con- 
stantly becoming more pronounced, but 
how in the face of unfavorable foreign 
tariffs we can materially develop mar.- 
kets abroad is difficult to see, unless 
through the adoption of a more Hberal 
tariff. policy on our own part We’ sec'tre 
compensating concessions in the tariff 
schedules of .those countries whose mar- 
kets. we seek. ~—Our chief customers 
abroad are the Buropean countries, the 
amount our exports to which in 1904 
was one’ billion, fifty-seven millions of 
dollars, about two-thirds of our entire 
exportation. The value of this trade is 
such a8 to compel careful attention to 
matters which threaten its continuance 
or development. In recent years the

to do with this can not be doubted. 

“The common aim of ali countires being 
that of obtaining as large a foreign mar- 
ket as possible for their own products 
while preventing to the degree 
possible the sale of foreign products in 
their own market seems to add force to 
the conclusion of many who have studied 
f the tariff problem that if we reduce our 
tariff schedules it should be to secure 
concessions in the tariffs: of other couwn- 
tries. If this country should adopt a 
maximum and minimum tariff, to be used 
as a basis for special treaties with other 
countries, which I think it should do, or 
even if the reciprocity provisions of the 
Dingley law were taken advantage. of it 
would seem tHat much benefit to the 
commercial interests of the country could 
be accomplished.

New York, May 16.—Bight of the eleven 
yachts which had been entered for the 
3,000 mile race across the Atlantic ocean 
for the $6,000 cup offered by the Ger- 
man emperor, lay snugly at anchor with- 
in the shelter of Sandy Hook tonight, 


poned until noon tomorrow because of 
the fog. A dense blanket of mist hung 
, all day over the Hook and the sea out- 
side where the start was to have been 
made and at nightfall there was noth- 
ing to indicate clearer weather tomor- 
row. 

The smallest yacht in the fleet, the 
American Schooner Fleur de Lys, owned 
by Dr. Lewis A. Stimson, of the New 
York Yacht Club, had been run down 
by @ scow in tow while the yacht was 
at anchor in the lower bay before day- 
light today and so damaged that re- 
pairs .were absolutely necessary before, 
she could have started in the race. 

She was towed into Erie basin and the 
damage was repaired. Dr. Stimson an- 
nounced that he would be ready to start 
in the race tomorrow. 

Though the starting committee had 
announced that the boats would be sent 
away unless the fog was of the “peasoup” 
variety, the conditions ‘were clearly dan- 
gerous. 

For part of the time the crews were 
hardly able to see 200 yards because of 
the dense fog. There was a_ splendid 
sailing breeze outside the Hook, but it 
was déad ahead, and to have attempted 
to gend the yachts away in it would 
probably have resulted in collision as 
guon as they began to beat to windward. 
The start of. the race had been set for 
2:15 p. m., but at that hour only six 
of the racers lay,at anchor within the 
ook, and the tugs and excursion craft 
were slowly gathering to get a look at 
them. They were the British ship Val- 
halla and the American schvoners. Uto- 
wana, Atlantic, Thistle, Hildegrade and 
Endymion. Those still absent were Lord 
Brassey's British topsail schooner Sun- 
beam,. the American bark Apache, the 
German schooner Hamburg, the Ameri- 
can yawl Ailsa and the Fleur de Lys. 
The Sunbeam, Apache and Fleur de Lys 
had not joined the fleet at nightfall, 
having remained at anchor in the upper 
harbor. 

Shortly after 3 p. m. the Hamburg 
and Ailsa arrived and joined jhe fleet. | 
At 3:10 the committee boat went 
aiongside the Valhalla and notified the 
carl of Crawford that the race would 
he postponed until fioon tomorrow. AP 
are expected to: be »at the: starting line 
tomorrow.

BIG REDUCTION 


What.Various Georgia Coun- 
ties Say About Cotton 
Acreage. 


The reports received from all parts of 
the state by President M. L. Johnson, 
of the Georgia division of the Sotithern 
Cotton Associafion, indicate a large re- 
duction in the acreage over last year. 

The following are extracts from reports 
, Selected at random from the information 
and advices received from various Geor- 
gia counties, and which appear to leave 
no doubt on this point: 2 

“At our meeting on the 2d instant we 
found a decrease in cotton acreage and | 
fertilizers to be fully 20 per cent in 
Houston county.” 

“This county (Rockdale) reported on 
roll call a reduction above 25 per cent 
on acreage, and 30 per cent on fertili- 
zer. 

“All the districts In the county (War- 
rem) were represented and reports made 
as to the reduction of acreage and fer- 
tilizers.’’ The association agreeing upon

“We held a very enthusiastic meeting 
on yesterday.

“At a meeting of the Stuart county 
branch of tne association it was the con- 
sensus Of opinion, gathered from the re- 
ports of reiiabie persons from various 
sections of the county that there is a re- 
duction of from 20 to 30 per cent in the 
different communities in the acreage 
planted in cotton this year, as compared 
with last, and a corresponding reduction 
in the use of commercial] fertilizers.’’ 

“I understand that most of our farm- 
ers who" plant cotton (Decatur county) 
have reduced their acreage to one-half 
of former years.”’
